him of our plight and requesting that

This was supplied,

disguise and ruse adopted by us had 
been complete.

naldo that we had American prisoners, 
he sent word that they be given their 
liberty.

in the capture

Aguinaldo in the Philippines 
he was 
promoted to a brigadier generalship. 
He commanded the forces which

general in recognition

When Funston captured the Filipino 
chieftain. Emilio Aguinaldo. 
in li)01 he 
sent to Washington the following

report of his exploit:

Aguinaldo's headquarters at Palawan, 
bearing letters to different generals of 
his command and to insurgent chiefs 
asking for re enforcements to be sent 
him, gave himself 
up to 
Lieutenaut 
Taylor of the 
Twenty-fourt- 
h 
infantry.

and led 'em down to where arms was 
stored.

for every inch, slowly drove 
'em

and by this time 
they'd got so thinned and demoralized 
that they begun to try to lower the 
boats and git away. 
Some of 'em did, 
but the balance we either finished on 
the deck or they went over the side to 
drown. 
"Durin' the tight the cap'n made for 
me with a cutlass and give 
me the 
blow that left that scar. 
He was run 
through the vitals by Tom 
Hawkins 
and lived about six 
hours. 
Knowiu' 
that he was goin' to die, a big change 
came over him. 
He realized what lie'd

a white man runnin' a lot 
o' cutthroats. 
'I've committed an un- 
pardonable sin,' he says, 'and I'm
